From the records of this school 
everything has l>een eztrMted and pnt 
.togrether in this neat rolnme which 
bears on yaang Blkmarck's stay, 
studies, progress and oharaeter as 
shown there. In its totality this sUm 
agfrregation of leaflets and she sheets 
of paper forms one of the most valu- 
able additions to the knowledge of that 
part of Bismarck's I'fe which has hith- 
erto been least known. One fact in 
particular struck me iu this connection 
— the homogeneity of chaiacter, gifts, 
ilikes and dislikes in the youthful 
scholar as compared with the states- 
man of later on. The boy here, in 
itmtb, was father to the man. Com- 
pare, for instance, the specimens of 
liandwritings, reproduced herewith In 
lao-nmile, of the youth of fifteen, six- 
4tceii and seventeen with that ot the octo- 
gtlt»riMU of to-day. In all essential re- 
iqwets the writing has remained the 
same, showing the man, no matter how 
tnanjHrided, of one mold. 

The first note referring to Ihe new 
pupil we find dated May 4, 1830, be 
iiaring completed his fifteentih year on 
AprQ 1. Name, parestaffe, religion, 
«te., are stated, as well as the reason 
«f bis change of school— that being be- 
cause he came to board with a papfes- 
sor of this partienlar sehooL He is, 
that first year, taught Vbiril. Latin 
grammar, mathematics, Freach, Cter- 
tnan, history. His best friend in the 
.^Aoss was Heinrlch von Blankenburg. 
The first quarterly report on him (July 
fl, 1830) is as follows: "Deportment- 
satisfactory on the whole; to be re- 
gretted that on one occasion he evinced 
a total lack of modesty; mast shqw 
more deference toward his teachers. 
Attention— generally good, bnt during 
S^ch lessons frequently chafis his 
sjfilighbor. one Rossi. Industry— regrn- 
iarJy applied and prepares lessons with 
■ icaxe. Note— must devote more care to 
Sils dress and his person." 

At Michaelmas (October I) the reports 
are but slightly better, and a special 
■ica^ laentions the fact that among 
eighteen in his class he was fifteenth, 
due to a somewhat protracted absence 
from school that quarter. Neverthe- 
less, h'e was transferred to "prima,"

At the ffi'fxlnating exercises young 
Bi.smarck scored a hit with his "Bella 
lomana a^lversus Macedoniae reges 
osta" (Rome's wars with the Mace- 
onian kings), and with his essay on: 
Reasons why Europe exerts a pre- 
dominating Influence in the world." 
Both of these treatises are written with 
that keen, intuitive appreciation of 
facts and of those imponderable ele- 
ments which the man, later on, knew 
how to weigh and value so well. In 
arrangement, treatment and style, too, 
they betray that limpid logic for Which 
his diplomatic notes were so famous. 

On leaviii(f this school young Bis- 
marck received the foUowinj? report: 

Deportment — Alway^ gentlemanly 
and becoming. 

Industry— Sometimes interrupted by 
irregularity of school attendance. 

Progress — Good in Latin; fair In 
Greek; shows a good conunand of Ger- 
style and grammar; satisfactory 
attainments in modern languages. 

Note— Intends to study law and- na- 
tional economy in Bonn and Oeneva. 

Bismarck participated in the instruc- 
tion in English while at this school, 
and with eminently good results, as 
his friend Motley in later years had 
occasion to observe. Among the studies 
In which he was verbally examined 
during the concluding examination he 
distin(?Tii.she(l himself by his transla- 
tions from Tacitus, and to the ques- 
tions put by Prof, llem.sius in philoso- 
phy) as to the powers and qualities of 
the soul he also made correct reply. 
Yet Bismarck was not among the most 
proficient pupils in his class. Of tlie 
eighteen there were eight who received 
better reports than he did. Four of

In September, the charred 
remains of a man were found in a de- 
serted house at No. 1318 Callowhill 
street, Philadelphia. Holmaa and Alice 
Pitael went to Philadelphia and identi- 
fied the remains as those of Benjamin 
F. Pitzel. The insurance money was 
paid to J. B. Howe, a St. Louis lawyer. 
It ifi stated tliat Lawyer Howe received 
tl^rttM. Mrs. Pitzel $.V)0, and Holmes the 
rest of the $10.(X)0. Alice did not re- 
turn to St. Loui.s with Holmes who said 
that he bail left her in ■,'-ood hands. On 
the pretext that )ie vrished to put them 
in a good .school, llohnes also took 
Nellie iind Howanl from their mother. 
He took Alice :ind .W-lJie to Cincinnati, 
Detroit :ni l other pli.;-ps and finally to 
Toront^o, l iinul.u .vhcr,:, at No. 16 St.

atas really that of Pittei and that he 
had been killed by Holmes. 

The discovery of the bodies of the 
Pltael children in tlie Toronto cellar 
led to. a thorough examination of the 
Holmes "castle" at Chicago. The po- 
Uae department concluded to search 
the premlaes froin cellar to attic, and 
ghastly discoveries folkwrod each other 
in quick succession. On July 23 blood- 
stained garments were found in the 
cellar; on July %i parts of a child's 
skeleton, supposed to be that of Pearl 
Conner, were unearthed; 4>n July 97 
one M. G. CbappeU, a aonwwhat dissi- 
pated meohaaic, atatad to the poUce 
that he had articulated foor skeletons 
for Holmea, two of which he produced 
a few days later. On July 29 detectives 
discovered A secret vat in the basement 
of the eastie. Thia vatla bwied flv^ 
feet under ground and la twelve feet in 
length. It was pcobably wied tor qtiick- 
limingthe bodiisa. A vi^larffe enough 
to hold two perwms and sapped with 
gaspipes is another starUing featnre of 
the castle. Xhb police theory ia that 
Holmes persuaded his girl victim* to 
enter the ranli, which ia absolutely 
sound-prool He would then close the 
door, turn on the gas and asjdiyadate 
<them. Aiter th^ were dead he wonld 
place the bodies bi a chemical solution 
eo as to prevent identification, and 
finally have the akeletons articulated. 

Since Holmes has been found guilty 
of the murder of Alice Pitzel by a cor- 
oners' jury in Toronto, he is reported 
to have made several statements ex- 
plaining how he came in possession of 
the skeletons articulated for him by 
Chappell. He said Ke procured the 
deaii bodies for the sole purpose of sell- 
ing them to physicians, a business 
which, he claims, nerer fails to re- 
turn a good profit. P4iUoe offieers at 
Chicago and Philadalphia— Holmes ia 
now in jail at the latter plaoe— ridicule 
his explanation. 

Should evidence continue to accumu- 
late, the state's attorney soon hopes to 
be in a position to prove that Holmes 
murdered in cold blood Mrs. Julia Con- 
ner and her daughter. Pearl; Mi.ss 
Emeline Cigrand: Minnie and Nannie 
Williams; Itenja.nin V Pitzel and his 
three children, Howard, Alice and 
Nellie. To these must be added Mis.s 
Emily Van Tassel, who was employed 1 
in a candy store on Milwaukee avenue, | 
Chicago, where a man, supposed to be 
Holmes, made her acquaintance. After 
lie had visited her a few tiiiu s, r,hc. too. 
disappeared, and has been seen no 
more. Other victims are spolon .if, 
but the ten persons mentioned are 
probably all whose mysterious disap- 
pearance can be established. It is a 
singular fact thattUlof Holmes' alleged 
girl victims were decidedly pretty and 
poeseaaed of more than ordinary intol- 
ligenee.

Often the hermit set-ms to select a 
shell on account of its prettiness; some- 
times it takes a shi>ll that is too big foi- 
it. There is a hermit crab now at the 
New York aquarium that moved 
awhile ago from a natica shell into a 
periwinkle shell that was obviously too 
big; the crab could hardly stagger with 
it, and it moved back into the natica. 
But soon It moved once more, back into 
the periwinkle again, and it has been 
there ever since, not yet grown up to it, 
but apparentlj' pleased with its big 
house. There is another hermit crab 
at the a.piarinm tliat i.s housed in a 
periwinkle .shell, a small white poji- 
winkie that is dusted with patches of 
line, bright, velvety green, some so; " * 
delicate marine growth— a lovely little 
shelL This shell fits its owner, who 
get.s about with it gayly; and small as 
it is, it is otmspicuous among the rest 
on e.coount ef its l>eiiuty. 

There is left in the hermit's tank at 
the aquarium a number of spare shells, 
for the convenience and comfort of 
crabs that may desire to change their 
quarters, and these may serve also Ic 
accommodite strangers. There was 
brought t<^ tlie aquarium the other day, 
for instance, from Crarescnd bay. along 
with a lot of killies. a hermit crab. 
This crab was in a worn and broken 
natica shaU; the shell had a hole 
through its top, and half its lip was 
gone; a pratty 'dilapidated sort of a 
house for a hermit crab to live in. II 
would seem as though it might have 
found in the sea a better shell than 
that, but it hadnt, and the crab was 
lively and in good condition, too. But 
within an hour after it waa placed In 
the tank It had left the old shell and 
taken one of the apare ahella for its 
own. The new shell ia a natica, like 
the one it left, and a llttta sm^r. li 
is cleaner and brighter, but clearly thi; 
change was made for the sake of utility 
rather than of appearancei for the ben- 
efits to be derived from the new shell's 
tight roof and projecting hood. 

The hermits are not very much gi^ 
to fighting, but occasionally they do 
fight. Two hermits that met in this 
tank the other day, face to face, grap- 
pled and struggled with each other 
a great rate. "They were pretty evenly 
matched in size, but one was stronger 
than the other, and the stronger 
shook the weaker untU the shell 01 
back rattled against the glass side of 
the tank like one of those electrical 
contrivances that are sometimes 
tacnod to window panes.

were about aa follows: 

"My life had been an open book to 
the people of Kentucky. They knew 
that I believed the act of 1873, de- 
monetizing silver, was an act of 
treasijn against the American peo- 
ple,- «tacing our banker where he 
coulcTbe bullied, and our people 
where ther could be impoverisned at 
the will of the foreign holders of our 
bonds; that 1 believed and always 
would believe that ultimate relief 
could only come l)y restorin^f silver 
to the exact place it occupied be- 
fore 1873, and by reversing all Re- 
publican policies. 

"The 800 self-respecting, indepen- 
dent-thinking men that composed 
the Democratic convention had opin- 
ions of their own and dared to express 
them, and well they knew that I had 
miiielMnd always expressed them 
bol?»^ and would not retract one of 
them to win a crown. Ther adopt- 
ed the national platform of 1892, and 
with no conditions, save the faith 
they had in my political integrity and 
loyalty to my party, they named me 
aa their candidate for governor. It 
has been the unbroken rule of my 
life, when a Democratic convention 
hai named the man and made the 
platform, to have no further quarrel 
with my brother as to either, and I 
have aw broken it in this instance.

"^Vhat is this boastful, blatant par- 
ty, and who are thej that in their 
platform prate of Kentucky Demo- 
crats lacking tlie courage of their 
con^*y»s uMd uf Jauus-faced piat- 
formljin)o tliey think that gold 
standard banks and so-calleil sound 
money men cannot tell the ditlereuce 
between the innocent and trustful 
charms of virtue and decoy kisses 
flung from the false lips of the paint- 
ed narlot. Who knows what the 
leaders of the National Republican 
party will think? Have they ever 
failed to make any alliance that 
would retain them in power?" 

He then branched out into the dis- 
cussion of state issues 
and proved that he was thoroughly 
able to answer all charges made 
by his opponent. He was armed with 
documentary evidence and made 
shoirt work of the charges. He proved 
to the satisfaction of his Democra i 
hearers, at least, that Kentucky has 
not been badlv misgoverned, and is 
not so far behmd the times.

After the applause had died away 
somebody snouted "three cheers for 
Hardin" and again the court house 
shook with the storm of cheers that 
nearly every white man in the room 
seemad to join in. 

Gett. Hardin closed hio speech in a 
riagb« peroration in which he ap- 
pdtSwaat his very best as a popular 
orator. 

Ool. Bradley was introduced by- 
Mr. Otho Anderson. He spoke for 
an hour and thirty minutes. 

He entered into a general discus- 
sion of the silver question, making 
the usubl goldbug argument. 

He soon sailed into state aflfairs. 
He charged Hardin's present figures 
were cooked up bv Auditor Nomlan 
for campaign uses, but were refuted 
by the auditor's report of 1893 and 
previous years. He went into an ar- 
raignment of the Democratic admin- 
istration at Frankfort, such as he has 
done in former years campaign 
speeches.

•peal of the separate coach law, but 
gave the darkeys a lot of soft soap 
that left them under the impression 
that l^radley was for anything they 
might want. He closed with a de- 
and for a look at the bo6k9. 
Hardin, in his fifteen-minutes 
speech arraigned Bradley seveiely 
for his false statements, misrepre- 
sentations and his refusal to answer 
direct questions. He fairly skinned the 
Republican Boss and left the Dem- 
ocrats in high feather. Gen. Hardin 
will get the full party vote in this 
county.

Coryell Bartholomew, of Jackson, 
proposes to make the trip, and he 
brings to his assistance in doin^ it the 
experience ai a lifetime in aerostation. 
He came into prominence as an aero- 
naut in 1890, when he toured the u orld 
with the Chicago and all-America base- 
ball teams, giving hot-air balloon ascen- 
sions and parachnte drops. His trip In 
this particular was a series of remark- 
able successes, and gained for him In 
all the principal countries of the old 
world a reputation for daring and skill. 
Since that time he has been engag-ed in 
business In Jaekaon, and he has spent 
much time in perfecting various prac- 
tical Inventions in the Une of air navi- 
gation. 

The contrivance in which Bartholo- 
mew proposes to ride over the falls re- 
sembles a huge dumb-bell in appear- 
ance. A hollow shaft of thin steel 100 
feet long acts tis an axle to two spheres 
40 feet in diameter, allowing enoa|^ 
room on the shaft between the mam- 
moth balls for a trapeze which will be 
secured In such a manner as to aUow 
the spheres and axle to revolve at will 
without inconvenience to the occupant 
of the trapeze bar. The spheres referred 
to will be constructed on a steel frame 
and will be covered with rubber, and 
over that a layer of cork to prevent 
punctures upon sharp rocks. Inside of 
each will be a gas balloon as large as 
the interior will admit, and when these 
balloons are inflated with hydrogen gas 
it la estimated that the structure will 
have a lifting power of five tons, 
sufficient amount of movable ballast 
will be attached to the shaft on either 
side of the trapeze to keep the machine 
from rising from the ^vater as It floats 
down the river. When the verge of the 
precipice Is reached and the plunge is 
made the ballast will be gradually re- 
leased, thus allowing the contrivance 
to slowly settle to the bottom of the 
falls. If it is found that the force of 
the water has been underestimated the 
Inventor intends to release all ballast 
and make one of the most notable bal- 
loon ascensions known to liistory. 

Mr. Bartholomew is anxious to make 
the trl^ in the summer of 1800.

FRENCH LOSSES IN WAR. 
■U atUUon Ucn Said to Have Perished In 
the Wars of the Last Centnrv. 
Dr. Lageneau of the French academr 
of medicine has been mailing an esti- 
mate of the deaths by the wars of 
Prance for the past century. He finds, 
according to the New York Sun, that 
the civil wars of the end of the elRht- 
eenth century and of the republic up 
to and including the year 1800 cost the 
lives of more than 3,130,000 rrenchmen. 
From the year 1801 to Waterloo, when 
France was fighting Europe in arms, 
more than S,1.50,C»(W Frenchmen u-ero 
enfrrvpiHl and nearly 2,0<J0,()0U perished. 
Under the re.storation, Louis rhiUipe. 
and the second republic, ivheu there 
were campaigns in Spain, Greece, 
and Algiers, the army Included less 
than 215,000 men, and the loss in battle 
was only twenty-two per thousand. 
Even in the brilliant African campaigns 
the mean annual loss ivas less than 150
